—A few years ago, Milan was an ob- 
scure town, with little enterprise, and no pro- 
tensions.

In the House, December 9th, Mr. Cowen 
moved joint resolutions against the annexation 
of Texas. A motion to lay them on the table 
was lost, and they were referred to the commit- 
tec on the Union. 

Resolutions relating to holding clections.on a 
uniform day throughout the Union for Presi- 
dential Electors, were referred to the commit- 
tee on the Union. 

Resolutions in regard to postage reduction 
were taken up, discussed and adopted, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on the Union, with the 
instruction to report as soon as possiblo. No 
time should be lost. 

Resolutions, offered by Mr. Flinn, in opposi- 
tion to any change in the naturalization laws, 
were referred to the committee on the Union. 

Mr. Flinn introduced the following resolu- 
tions:— 

That, “Far from having any personal objec- 
tion to the annexation of ‘Texas, we should be 
glad to see it without dishonor, without war, 


with the common consent of the Union, and 
upon just and fair terms.” 

That, ‘We donot think that the subject of 
slavery ought to affect the question one way or 
the other. Whether Texas be independent, or 
incorporated in the United States, we do not 
believe it will prolong or shorten the duration 
of that institution. It is destined to become 
extinct at some distant day, in our opinion, by

Labor 
there is no longer concentrated on one or two 
staples—it is diversified in accordance with the 
tastes and new wants of the emancipated popu- 
lation, who, no longer appendages to the exis- 
tence of a few pampered masters, consult their 
own interests. <A great deal more is now pro- 
duced in the West Indies, but-more is consum- 
ed. The fact, however, that the exports of 
Great Britain to the colonies have greatly in- 
creased, demonstrates the absurdity of Mr. Cal- 
houn’s assumption that the experiment has re- 
sulted disastrously for her interests. What if 
slave-produced sugar ig introduced for con- 
‘sumption into these islands, which once raised 
it in large quantities for export, so long as labor 
is productive in other channels, and the laborers 
themselves are larger consumers of all products, 
and of course are better off ? 
Mr. Calhoun’s idea of prosperity is this. The 
welfare of the producers is nothing. The 
comfort and elevation of the masses of the peo- 
ple every where are nothing. But, if by the 
wear and tear of millions of lives, dragged out 
in endless toil and anguish, a few hundred 
thousand masters can succeed in raising a cer- 
tain amount of cotton, or sugar, or coffee, for 
export, one or two cents cheaper than it.could 
be prodaced under a system of free labor, his 
idea of the wealth, prosperity and power.of a 
nation is fully realized. A free State may 
have three times the aggregate. amount of 
wealth of a slave State, but because it is there 
distributed among .the. masses, while in the 
slave State it is.concentrated in a few hands, 
the masses: of th le being reduced to ab- 
ject poverty and dation, the former is not 
to be compared: for wealth, prosperity and 
power, withthe latter! That is Mr. Calhoun’s 
standard of judgment, when he talks of the 
ruin of the West Indies by emancipation.— 
More is’ produced by the laborers, and more 
consumed—but a few thousand planters have 
been deprived of the privilege of making the 
whole of these laborers produce nothing but 
coffee and sugar, and these staples, too, for their 
exclusive benefit! In brief, Mr. Calhoun’s beau 
ideal of wealth, prosperity and power, is a 
world toiling and sweating for the sole: benefit 
of a few capitalists—a Universe robbed of its 
earnings by a set of gentlemanly, chivalrous 
Banditti. ‘ 
Production does not depend upon Brute Force 
alone, but upon Brute Force, energized by the 
Hope of Reward, vivified, informed and direct- 
ed by Intelligence. Hence, the proposition 
that Free Labor is more productive than Slave 
Labor, is as true, and as universally truc, as 
the proposition that God has made man, and 
has made him to act from motive.’

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it may desire to see slavery extinguished in 
Texas and in these States—but, without sup- 
posing it to be under the control of that belief 
and these influences, we should be utterly una- 
ble to decipher its policy. A narrow selfishness, 
such as is generally attributed to that Govern- 
ment, would lead her rather to desire the per- 
petuation and extension of slavery, on this con- 
tinent—especially in Texas and the United 
States. Manufactures, Agriculture and Com- 
merce, are al] great interests with her. Her 
deficiencies in agriculture production can easi- 
ly be made up by cheap imports from regions of 
already sufficient extent, devoted to farming. 
For the raw material for her manufactures, 
she has to look abroad, and it becomes naturally 
her interest to cheapen this material in every 
legitimate way. The greater the production 
of cotton, for example, the better. for her 
workshops. Now, the extension of slavery, 
in these States and throughout Texas, will 
necessarily stimulate this production beyond 
all bounds, so as to cheapen it to the lowest 
point consistent with the growth of it at all._— 
Her policy, then, supposing her actuated 
by such views as we have above referred to, 
would be to favor the extension, not extinction 
of slavery. If this system were substituted for 
free labor, the South would soon find it to her 
interest to devote a portion of her energies to 
other pursuits, and the price of cotton, owing 
to its diminished production, would rise-— 
What special benefit would this be to the man- 
ufacturers of England. Further:—the South 
has water-power—she would, in the event of 
emancipation, have the intelligence and enter- 
prise to use it. Manufactories would soon 
spring up there, and the market for British fab- 
rics be in this way curtailed. What profit 
would this be to the capitalists of England ? 
View the subject under whatsoever aspect 
you please, the whole argument of Mr. Calhoun, 
concerning the interest and policy of Great Brit- 
ain, is one of the wildest, most groundless, and 
in some respects, the most purcite fictions that 
could be concocted in the brain of the veriest 
dreamer.

The importance of the difficulty between 
Massachusetts and South Carolina, requires 
something more than the mere passing notice 
It is not unusual for the 
Northern States, in their commerce with the 
South, to employ colored men, as seamen their 
constitutions being especially adapted to a 
Southern climate. 

For a long time laws have existed in South 
Carolina and Louisiana, under which free col- 
ored persons from other States, coming within 
their limits, are imprisoned. Colored sailors of 
Massachusetts, for example, citizens of that 
State, on entering the port of Charleston, are 
seized, taken from the vessels to which they 
belong, and imprisoned till their departure.

That free negroes and persons 
of color are not citizens of the United States, 
within the meaning of the Constitution, which 
confers upon the citizens of one State the privi- 
leges and immunities of the citizens of the 
several States. 

Resolved 3d. That the emissary sent by the 
State of Massachusetts to the State of South 
Carolina, with the avowed purpose of interfer- 
ing with her institutions and disturbing her 
peace, is to be regarded in the character he has 
assumed and to be treated accordingly. 

Resolved 4th. That his excellency the Gov- 
ernor be requested to expel from our territory 
the said agent, after due notice to depart, and 
that the Legislature will sustain the Executive 
wuothority in any measure it may adopt for the 
purpose aforesaid.

Sr: It will be gratifying to you, and no doubt 
to the country, to be informed, as preliminary to a 
detailed report of the operations of this Department 
during the past year, and of its present condition, 
that for the time it has been under the superinten- 
dence of the undersigned, and during the whole of 
your Administration, its current expenses have 
been met by its current revenue, and the amount of 
service is now aie than at the commencement 
ot the year 1841. 

A further extension of the usefulness of the De- 
partment, would have been made, but for embar-

The year which has passed has been distinguish- 
ed in many portions of the country, particularly in 
the South and West, by excessive rains and 8 
interposing obstructions to the regular transit of 
the mails, which it was impossible for the most 
va and enterprising contractors to overcome. 

ith exceptions of this kind, the service has been 
generally well performed by contractors. 

The revenue collected by Postmasters, with very 
few exceptions, has been promptly paid, and ac- 
counted for, and it is worthy of remark, that of the 
$17,488,087 18 collected by Postmasters within 
the last four years, no material loss has been, or will 
be, sustained by the Government. 

Contractors, and all others having legal claims 
upon the department, have been, during the same 
period, promptly paid. 

It gives me pleasure to say of the disbursin 
agent of this Department, that he has discharg: 
his trust with acommendable fidelity. The whole 
amount of appropriations, for the last four years, 
which have been disbursed by him, is $404,852 68. 
His accounts have been regularly settled at the 
Treasury, up to the 30th September, 1844, and ev- 
ery dollar legally and properly accounted for. 

The various duties of the Assistants and Clerks 
of the Department have been well and efficiently 
performed. 

The Report of the First Assistant Postmaster 
General, of the extent and nature of the service for 
the last eight years, with costs of transportation, 
accompanies this report. I refer to this report as 
containing valuable statistical information of the 
amount of capital employed in the transportation 
of the mail. It will also be seen, by the same re- 
port, that at the recent lettings of the middle sec- 
tion, without any injurious alterations of the ser- 
vice, the sum of $91,471 has been saved, compared 
with the amount paid under the former contracts. 

The number of cases of mail depredations re- 
ported to the Department, for three years precedin, 
the 12th of October, 1844, is nineteen hundred an 
thirty-four. Amount of alleged loss, $462,135. 
Amount of money recovered, or loss satisfactorily 
ascertained, $304,242. One hundred mail depreda- 
tors _— been arrested and tried, during the same 
period. 

I am warranted in the expression of the opinion, 
the the number of mail depredations has been di- 
minishing within the last few years, and greater 
security, by greater vigilance, has increased public 
confidence in this mode of transmitting money 
from one portion of the country to the other. 

_ From the above facts it may be inferred that the 
Special Agents of the Department have not been 
a — unmindful of their duty. It is not alone 
to silent investigations into cases of losses by mail 
that their labors have been confined. They are 
charged with a general out-door superintendence 
of the service and the preservation of the public 
property of the Department. 

_ The necessity and importance of such supervis- 
ion, and the advantage ofa strict system of respon- 
sibility may, in some degree, be known from the 
value and amount expended annually, for a por- 
tion of this public property. Take, for instance, 
the item of mail bags. The amount expended for 
this purpose, fur the four years, including the 
amount of accounts suspended prior to the first of 
July, 1810, which amount of suspended accounts 
was paid in 1841 and 1842, was $216,889. The 
amount actually expended for the four years pre- 
ceding the Ist of July, 1844, is $70,558 40. 

The members of the convention who framed the 
Constitution of the United States, felt the necessi- 
ty that the power to establish post offices and post 
roads, and toconduct the operations of the mail, 
was one which to be useful and commensurate 
with the wants of our extended country and diver- 
sified interests, must be exclusively vested in the 
Congress of the United States, whose legislative 
functions and supervision would pervade the whole 
sphere of the operations of that power. 

The expense of the system must be sustained by 
the same power which created and controls it. 

For reasons obvious to_those who founded the 
post office system of the United States, the princi- 
ple that it must sustain itself by its own operations, 
was engrafted into the first, and has been adhered 
to in every subsequent, ac: of legislation concern- 
ing the Department. Whilst’ it has ever been re- 
quired to sustain its own expenses, unlike the 
system in some other countries, it has not been 
regarded asa source of revenue to the General 
Treasury. 

Our predecessors seem to have adopted the 
rule be wow who, ee Post Office Depart- 
ment for private or individual pexposes or benefits, 
should defray the expenses of Sellers ting and de- 
patiaoe « Iapeged letters. That, as it had to be sus- 
tained by a tax of some sort, the mode of collect- 
ing that tax by postage on letters, &c., being vol- 
untary, was deemed most equal, and has hereto- 
fore proved acceptable to the community. 

It was thought, in the infancy of our Republic, 
that it was unwise, if not unjust, that those who 
did not use the Post Office, should be directly tax- 
ed for the benefit of those who did.

If the same mode and ratio of compensating 
Postmasters were adopted in England which has 
been adopted in the United States, it might be well 
questioned whether the amount of Post Office rev- 
enue in England would equal the expenses of the 
service. ‘ 

I am convinced, upon a most thorough exami- 
nation into the habits, condition, and business of 
tle people of the two countries—the circumscribed 
limits and dense population of the one, the exten- 
sive boundaries and sparse population of the other. 
—that nothing like the same ratio of increase of 
the correspondence in this country would follow 
the like reduction of postage as has taken place in 
England. 

It may be asked, what is the nature and charac- 
ter of the reduction of postage, which it is deemed 
by the Department prudent and safe at this time 
to be adopted? oo ee : ; 

The answer to this inquiry will depend mainly 
upon the fact. how Congress will settle the ques- 
tion now mooted, as to the best mode of defraying 
the expenses of the Department. Shall it, as here- 
tofore, be required to sustain itself, or shall it be 
thrown as an annual charge upon the Treasury? 

If thé Department is to. be left to lean on sts own 
resources, | am prepared to recommend a reduction 
of letter postage to five and ten cents the single 
letter, as heretofore recommended by me ina re- 
port to the Senate of the United States of the 5th 
of January, 1843, upon the terms and conditions 
indicated in that report, to which I respectfully 
ask leave to refer you. 

1n previous reports, 1 have had the honor to ex- 
press to the President of the United States, and 
through him to Congress, the opinion, it was un- 
just that the whole expense. of transporting the 
public correspondence of the Government should 
be charged upon the business and friendly letters 
of the citizens; also to urge the necessity of re- 
pealing or modifying the franking privilege. These 
opinions remain unchanged. ‘ 

T also suggested the mode by which the Govern- 
ment Pe compensate the Department for the 
tiansmission and delivery of its public correspon- 
dence, and the franked letters of public functiona- 
ries. ‘I'hat mode was the assumption, by the Gov- 
ernment, of the amount paid by the Department 
for railroad transportation, either by the purchase 
of the right, permanently, or by annual appropria- 
tions. 

This portion of expenditure. for. transportation 
being fixed, or nearly so, and not of a character to 
be unnecessarily increased under the influences of 
local feelings or jealousy,.not unfrequently invoked 
in legislation on subjects affecting local inte:ests 
would not greatly exceed, ifat all, in the course 
time, the amount of pustage which should be char- 
ged upon the Government and legally franked let- 
ters of public officers. 

By existing laws, all railroads, when completed, 
are declared to be mail routes, and are, from neces- 
sity, adopted by the Department as the means 
of transporting the mail. There is no danger 
that they will be unnecessarily multiplied by Con- 
gress, as is too often the case of ordinary mail 
routes. ; 

It was thought then, by the undersigned, that a 
sound public policy dictated the propriety of ma- 
king permanent contracts with such of the rail- 
roads as the Government was obliged to employ 
It isonly in this mode that the rtment can 
ever hope to control the hours of departure and ar- 
rival of the cars from and to given points, without 
which power it is utterly impracticable at all times 
tp give a continuous and- regular transit of the pub- 

ic mail. 

The reasons which prompted that recommenda- 
tion, independent of the question of reduction of 
postage with which it was connected, have been 
strengthened by subsequent experience in the mak- 
ing and executing and performing contracts for 
transporting the mail with railroad companies.

Under existing laws, the Postmaster General 
is not authorized to contract for transporting*the 
mail on the high seas, or beyond the limi he 
United States. The necessity and public utility of 
a regular mail between this country and Cuba, and 
other foreign must be apparent to all; and 
such mail wou ve been put in operation by me 
long since, ifthe power to do so existed. I respect- 
fully suggest the power to contract for the trans- 
portation of mails to foreign ports be authorized, 
and the rates of postage fixed by law. 

This policy will be more obvious, if we take in- 
to consideration the amount of postage paid for 
letters which now pass to and from the United 
States in foreign veosale. The number of letters 
which are transported in the Cunard line of steam- 
ers alone, between Boston and Liverpool, is about 
60,000 per month, charged with a postage of $15.- 
000, equal to $180,000 per annum, the greater part 
of which is a tax upon American citizens and 
American commerce. Would it not be better that 
this sum should be paid to American citizens, 
thereby encouraging and sustaining American en- 
terprise and the American commercial marine, 
than the marine of any foreign power? ‘ 

Such a power at this time is peculiarly desirable, 
should the enterprise, now in contemplation, of 
establishing a line of American steamers between 
the United States and Liverpool and Havre be con- 
summated. . d 
Congress, at the last session, passed a resolution 
authorizing the Postmaster General to enter into 
regulations with certain governments for the inter- 
change of mail matter and the pre-payment of post- 
age on letters to and from the respective countries.

A more simple arrangement could be made, if 
the Post.Master General was vested with power to 
execute and issue stamps to be used on foreign let- 
ters, and authorised to exchange stamps or pur- 
chase them from foreign governments. If, during 
the session of Congress, I shall be informed of the 
favorable result of the propositions submitted, I 
shall submit to you, to communicated to that 
body, a further*communication, with the plan in 
detail, suggesting such legislation as may be deem- 
ed necessary to carry it into effect.
